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Applicant proposed amending independent claims 1, 8, and 38 by adding the limitation 
of "... having associated therewith a set of lifecycle policies relating to file storage 
locations within said storage medium Applicant further argues that the Shaath '642 
patent does not disclose lifecycle policies relating to file storage locations within said 
storage medium. The Examiner disagrees. Shaath clearly discloses archiving file(s) to 
an archiving server after 30 days if the file(s) are not accessed (col. 5, lines 13-29). 
Shaath also discloses that after another 30 days of non-use, the files are then stored on 
optical media. Clearly, Shaath discloses lifecycle policies as claimed since the cited 
portion of Shaath discloses when a file should be archived or moved to another location. 
Therefore, Applicant's arguments are deemed nonpersuasive.
